Bitter Struggle for Cos 


According to Reuter messages 
last night, heavy fighting is con- 
tinuing on the Dodecanese island of 
Cos. An Allied communiqué issued 
in Cairo yesterday stated :— 

‘On the island of Cos fighting 
continues, R. A- F. Beaufighters on 
offensive patrol in the area attacked 
enemy trucks and personnel on the 
island with cannon fire. 

A heavy attack was carried out 
on Menidi Tatoi airfield, near 
Athens, yesterday. Bombs well 
covered the grounds and dispersal 
areas, and fires and explosions were 
caused in six hangars. Twelve air- 
craft on the ground were seen burn- 
ing. From all operations none of 
our aircraft is missing.” 

The raid on the airfield at Athens, 
states Reuter, was part of the 
Allied plan to relieve the defenders 
of Cos by keeping German aircraft 
on the ground, Menidi Tatoi being 
the nearest German air base on the 
Greek mainland. 

Yesterday’s German High Com- 
mand communiqué tlaimed ‘the cap- 
ture of Cos after two days’ fighting. 
It said that 600 of the British 
garrison and 2,500 Badoglio troops 
were taken prisoner, and 40 guns, 
22 aircraft and one ship captured. 

The Germans invaded Cos with 
2,000 parachutists, co-operating with 
a seaborne attack,

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Workers To 
Get Bigger 
Bonuses 


ORKERS may now receive 
W higher bonus rates than were 

hitherto permissible. Directors 
of companies may also receive in- 
creased remuneration. 

These are some of the matters 
dealt with in a new Order amending 
the Standstill'' Emergency Powers 
(260) Order, which has been made 
by the Government. 

The original Order fixed the 
maximum bonus rate at 1s. weekly 
for each five-point rise in the cost of 
living index figure. The new Order 
raises the ceiling from 265 to 
295, and fixes additional bonuses at 
the rate of Is. weekly for each ten- 
omt increase above 264. Tho 
atest index being 284, the im- 
mediate effect of the change is to 
increase the maximum bonus per- 
missible from 8s. weekly to 10s. 

Provisions relating to applications. 
referred to Wages Advisory 
Tribunals, etc., remain unchanged. 


DIRECTORS’ FEES 


Another Order modifies in some 
5 the original Standstill“ 
Order relating to remuneration ot 
directors of public companies. 
Designed to remove certain 
anomalies, the Order establishes a 
tribunal and authorises it to sanc- 
tion increased remuneration when it 
is satisfied that there is justification. 
Sanction will not be given in cases 
due to conditions arising out of the 
emergency or to any increased profits 
made by the company.

must possess at least as much 
interest for the Irish as for the 
English farmer. Its subject is 
The Future of the Small Farm.“ 
His lordship, by virtue of his 
class, may be expected to enter- 
tain a bias against the communis- 
tic notion of the large, amalga- 
mated, State-operated farm which 
is the ideal of so many pro- 
fessional thinkers nowadays; but 
that is no reason why, conversely, 
he should be expected to entertain 
a similarly strong bias in favour 
of the small-holder. Nevertheless, 
so admirably expressed a defence 
of the small farmer seldom has 
been put in print. The Earl of 
Portsmouth believes that to-day, 
when ‘ progress’ too often presents 
itself as a salesman for ‘the 
servile State,’ nothing should be 
neglected which will foster owner - 
ship and independence. That 
view, even if it comes from— 
possibly, in spite of the fact that 
it comes from—a peer of England 
—who is, therefore, suspect in 
Irish eyes—must carry a great 
deal of weight. More weighty still 
are the recommendations with 
which Lord Portsmouth supports 
his doctrine. He maintains that 
the small farmer is worthy 
of a proper recognition of 
his value to the community. 
Any policy,” he writes, must 
rest on fair stable prices, im- 
proved marketing, and local 
collectiye purchase. . . Without 
these conditions disaster is inevit- 
able. To them should be added 
access to cheap power and the 
development of implements suited 
to the small home.” It is not 
even here, however, that the 
article rests. We take the liberty 
to make a further quotation :— 
“There must be a real 
sense of vocation coupled with 
stamina, and thoroughly 
sound foundations of educa- 
tion. There must also be 
community life in the villages 
for the women, and diversity 
of opportunity for the 
children.“ 

His lordship believes — very 
rightly—that the re-settlement of 
the land of England ought not 
to be considered apart from the 
whole revival of rural life.“ That 
conclusion has been reached many 
years ago in our own country not 
only by such intelligent organisa- 
tions as Muintir na Tire, but— 
may we say it without self-praise 
—by this newspaper. It is con- 
ceivable that the end of the present 
war may result in a complete re- 
versal of human thought in regard 
to the duties and privileges of 
private property—there have been 
occasions in Irish history when the 
conflict between private ownership 
and the State amounted to some- 
thing more than an academic dis- 
putation—and it is then that tho 
small holder may be required to 
justify himself in the eyes, not 
merely of the external world, but, 
as will be so much more difficult, 
in those of his own countrymen. 
His task will be to prove that, in 
such a country 4s Ireland, he is 
worthy not merely of survival, but 
of encouragement. Can he thus 
prove himself, or will his default 
necessitate the opening of a new 
economic order, opposed to all 
tradition, for Ireland? We have 
little doubt that he will justify 
hwnself. : 


Bloodstock Prices 


The existence of racehorses and 
horse-racing contributes nothing 
to the essential wealth of the 
universe or to the general welfare 
of mankind. It contributes, how- 
ever, to the entertainment of 
mankind, and, in spite of the 
spread of education, the profitable 
cultivation of the hours of leisure 
is so rare that organised enter- 
tainment on a big scale seems to 
be more necessary than ever 
before. In the circumstances, the 
market for racehorses is an im- 
portant one for the men and 
countries that dea] in the breed- 
ing and development of thorough- 
bred stock. It is a market in 
which Ireland has played a 
prominent part in the past, and 
one in which Ireland, in the 
future, may be of greater signi- 
ficance than ever before. At the 
Ballsbridge Sales last week there 
was a remarkable increase in the 
average price at which yearlings 
sold, and one animal, at 2,800 
guineas, made a record for these 
auctions. A few weeks previously 
bloodstock prices had soared at 
the Newmarket Sales,. and an 
Irish breeder obtained the second 
highest price of the day when he 
sold a yearling for 7,100 guineas. 
It is probable that the big sums 
paid at both sales were due, in 
part, to the expectation that the

terested in these rising prices, but 
of greater importance to the 
future of the horse industry is the 
fact that the record-making year- 
ling at Ballsbridge was bought for

Busy Post Office 


The General Post Office continues 
to make a strong appeal to people 
to become airgraph letter · minded; 
100,000,000 airgraphs have already 
been handled since the scheme was 
introduced last year. A spool ib 
film, representing 1, 
letters, weighs only five ounces; # 
similar number of air mail letters 
would weigh 50lbs. During last 
year the Post Office sold 7,000 million 
stam and handled 6,290 million 
letter tems, and 198 million parcels. 
It dealt with 40 million postal drafts 
and 23 million money orders, and 
sold 200 million postal orders to tho 
value of £65 millions. This work eu- 
tailed the use of 25,000 post offices, 
6,000 telephone exchanges, 19 
million miles of wire, 17, miles 
of submarine cable, 20,000 motor 
vebicles and 20,000 bicycles. 


Municipal Salvage 


Using a new steam jacketed cook- 
ing plant, the City of Gloucester 
Salvage Department is producing -60 
tons of prepared pig food each 
month. ousehold scraps collected 
from pig bins all over the city are 
sorted over by hand, The scrap is 
then packed into the cookers, sealed 
down and cooked under steam 
pressure for an hour and a quarter. 
At the end of this time the food is 

erm free, and, when packed in 

rrels, keeps for as long as a week. 
Its nutritive quality is so high that 
farmers from many miles round call 
at the dépét every day to buy it. 


Nutritional Advance 


“ No evidence is forthcoming to 
suggest that the rationing food 
has had any adverse affect on“ nutri- 
tion,” states Dr. W, G. Clark, 
M.O.H. for Edinburgh, in his 
annual report to-day. '' Indeed, the 
reports from medical officers work- 
ing among school children as well as 
those engaged in the school medical 
service are unanimous in declaring 
that the standard of nutrition 
among the young has never been 
higher than during the past year. 


SECURITY FOR FARMERS 


Replying to a debate on post-war 
3 at Stormont yesterday, 
the Minister for Agriculture, the 
Rev. Robert Moore, stated that the 
Northern Government had Friis 
ated in conferences with the 
mperial Government. The repre- 
sentations they had made would be 
taken into account, and British 
policy would be partly based on 
them. He was satisfied that in the 
near future a: broad and general 
statement of policy would be made 
by the Imperial authorities, and it 
would allay the fears of farmers as 
to the future. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that the farmers themselves 
were not sure of the shape they 
wanted post-war agriculture to take. 

Mr. G. Lyons (U., North Tyrone), 
in a maiden speech, suggested that 
the Government should take over 
large farms which were not culti- 
vated, and divide them into reason- 
able holdings. He stressed the need 
for making life in the country more 
attractive for young people. Refer- 
ring to the plant to be established 
in Belfast for de-hydrating veget- 
ables, he emphasised the claims of 
the rural areas for consideration 
when industries like this were being 
started. 

Lord Glentoran said there were 
things happening in Belfast which 
gave the farmers cause for their 
fears regarding the post-war period. 

The Government accepted a 
motion by Lord Glentoran that, in 
the opinion of the House, a broad 
statement of policy should be given 
by the Imperial Government, which 
should wake it clear that in the 
years after the war the position of 
the farmers would be secured against 
collapse.

Race Engineer 


Mr. A. D. Delap, whose death has 
occurred, was one of the engineers 
to the Irish Grand Prix car races 
in the Phenix Park in 1929, 1950 
and 1931. So long as car racing 
exists in these islands he should: be 
remembered by the ingenious scoring- 
board he contrived and regulated 
for the later races. 

On this board the various drivers 
were represented by plaques which 
moved upwards as they completed 
laps, the distance that each plaque 
moved being governed by the num- 
ber of laps which the handicap 
required the driver concerned to 
cover. In this way it was possible 
to tell at any stage which driver 
was doing best on handicap and was 
most likely to win the race.

OIREACHTAS LITERARY 
COMPETITIONS 


The Oireachtas literary competi- 
tions have kept in step this year 
with the general improvement in 
standard shown in the music and 
drama entries. The most, noteworthy 
factor is the emergence of young 
hitherto unknown writers among the 
prize-winners. A Gaelic short story 
technique is developing, as is 
evidenced by the awarding of the 
first prize in this section; the short 
story prize has not been awarded for 
a number’ of years. The winner is 
Annraoi O Liathain, Dublin. 

The 40,000-word story for young- 
sters only attracted four entries, but
